Although the oldest bottles known 
were made of skins, glass bottles con 
taining wine are represented on Egyp­ 
tian monuments which are more than 
4.000 years old. while as early as the 
Pharaoh of the Exodus there were bol 
ties made of bronze, silver, gold, por 
celain and alabaster, which from their 
superior workmanship and elegant de 
sign go to prove that even at (but p« 
rind the art of bottle making was by 
no mean* in its Infancy. 
The early

g*-r, owing, no doubt, to the tact that 
the trite bottle has never been a thing
